A number of pro^rent IrishrAmer- 
icans held a private lueeting last Thurs- 
day evening in ChkaifîO, lo discuss the 
feasibility of organiij^ an Irish-Amer- 
ican Republic, to a|h*ance the interest 
of Ireland and the I|l«h race. After a 
lengthy discussion i| Avas unanimously 
decided to adopt a ttan of action for- 
mulated and proposal by William L. 
Griffin. Aocordmg^'an organization 
was i>erfecied, to be fcown as the Irish- 
American Republic Ai>st'C!ation,and an 
election ot officers was held. It is the 
intention of the projectors of the above- 
named association tt> organize a land 
syndicate, composed ^t influential and 
wealthy Irishmen, aná send representa- 
tives to Canada, Chili, Peru, and Mex- 
ico. The latter coirntry, it is under- 
dei-stood, would bci^^illmg Xo dispose 
of Lower California'pr a netgliboring 
State, under certairf-'conditions, with 
tJie privilege of estarfishing an Irish- 
American Republic tiereon. 


The money exj^eu^d in improve- 
ments, necessaries and lands u>ill be^se- 
cured by mortgage without interes't or 
at a very low rate of interest and ivill 
be collected in small annual instalments 
the same as rent. Thjs money will be 
utilized to build and equip a navy, or- 
ganize an army, develop the resources 
of thtí country and establish a Republic, 
Said one of the men'interested in the 
movement: *<Should Cñfíadian land bt; 
secured an effort will be made to col- 
onÍ2:e it with i,ooo,oob'lrisl;» and Irish- 
American farmers. This number of 
Irishmen, with the addition of the Irish 
already in Canada an4 the iissistance 
of the French-Canadian^eleaîent, would, 
it is thought, be able-'to capture the 
Canadian Government^and convert it 
into a powerful Franco-Irish Republic, 


"The only opposition likely to occur 
to the formation of a Frarico-Irish Re- 
public will "be inthejiVovincc ofOnta- 
rio. This opposition, however, will be 
suppressed by throwing the disaffected 
portion of this province into the Amer- 
ican Union. When once within the 
jurisdiction of the United Slates the 
neutrality laws will K.eep the inhabi- 
tants in check anr} compel them to 
become reconciled to their situation. 
But should England dispute the* author- 
ity of her Franco-Irish subjects lo as- 
sume exclusive control of Canadian af- 
iairs> and declare Hvar against them, 
the neutrality lawjwould not prevent 
the enormous emigration of Irishmen 
from this country to Canada,"

P e n m a n . 
It is siid that the champion micro- 
scopist penman of the world lives in 
Belfast, Waldo county, Maine. His 
name is Rila Kittredge, and although 
and although past 77 years of ag6 his 
hand is as steady and his sight as keen 
as ever. He wrote one of President 
Cleveland's messages to Congress— 
about 15,000 words—on the back of a 
postal card, but lately he has done 
some fine scribbling which throws that 
performance in the shade. He has 
written the Lord's Prayer eight times 
on a space the size of a five-cent silver 
piece, eighteen columns of the Boston 
Post upon a postal card and is now en- 
gaged in the work of putting 28,305 
words upon a postal card; ^The work 
is so fine -that a powerful microscope has 
to be used in reading it, but tlwn every-' 
letter appears distinct and beautiful. 
Mr. Kittredge uses a common steel pen 
and wears spectacles. He has auto- 
graph letters Irom several. Presidents 
and other distinguished men .wh» have 
received samijles of his work, President 
Garfield having sent him his photogragh 
and a kind letter, which 'are highly 
prized by the old man.
